Extortionists Demand $t,000 
Under Threat Of Destroy­ 
ing $50,000 Dairy By Fire. 
~f— 
Lancaster. July 13.--State and 
city police revealed Thursday they' 
are Investigating an attempt to ex­ 
tort $1000 from William E. Ball. 55, 
West Willow dairy farmer 
A note received by Ball warned 
him that bodily harm would befall 
him if he reported to police and 
threatened that his $50,000 dairy 
farm would be swept by fire if he 
failed to pay $1000. Ball and po­ 
lice remained silent about the note 
since Sunday. During that time 
they set a trap for the writer, but 
the ruse failed. 
The Ball family previously resid­ 
ed in Rhode Island and came here 
in 1927 to establish a large dairy 
farm. 
Saturday evening Mr. and Mrs. 
Ball were absent from their home. 
The following morning they found 
the note tacked to a shutter near 
the kitchen door. It read: 
•Mr. Ball! you have to geve $1000 
if you don't geve you know what 
they do to your buildings. You bet­ 
ter do that if you dont that be 
goodby with you. 
Put the cash in 
tin can and put it in your com in 
the corner near the road on July ll, 
6 Oclock. The money must be here 
in the evening near the lumber yard. 
If you speak to Police or somebody 
also that be very bad to you.’* 
Mr. Ball immediately appealed to 
police and the trap was set. 
The 
farmer placed two rolls of paper 
with a dollar bill on the outside of 
each and deposited them according 
to instructions. A guard was plac­ 
ed. but no person attempted to col­ 
lect the decoy. 
Police say the note is scribbled 
and shows every indication that the 
writer attempted to disguise his 
handwriting. They point out also 
that the fairly correct use of punc­ 
tuation and the incorrect spelling 
of the word “give” do not coincide. 


New York, July 15 (AP)—Mayor 
Walker has appointed his friend 
and personal physician, Dr. William 
Schroeder, Jr., to a long term as a 
commissioner of sanitation which 
will keep him on the city pay roll 
until July I, 1938, It became known 
Thursday. 
The term which Dr. Schroeder, 
chairman of the commission, origi­ 
nally held expires July I, 1935. 
At the same time the mayor ap­ 
pointed Leonard C. Smith, engineer­ 
ing member of the commission, to 
the term Dr. Schroeder vacated. 
There was no formal announce­ 
ment at the city hall nor would any­ 
body in the mayor’s office discuss 
political speculation that the shift­ 
ing might have been done to insure 
Dr. Schroeder’s retention in the 
city’s service in the event the mayor 


should be removed on the charges 
pending against him. 
Early in 1929 the sanitation com­ 
mission was organized and three 
commissioner jobs paying $22,500 
annually were provided. Dr. Schroe­ 
der was appointed to one of them 
and Charles S. Hand, also a friend 
of the mayor, was named to fill an­ 
other. 
Hand resigned last month with 
the statement he could “no longer 
tolerate the insistent and persistent 
illegal actions” of Dr. Schroeder. 
The latter vigorously defended his 
administration. 
Under the law, all original ap­ 
pointments to the sanitation com­ 
mission are for two-year terms. 
Then the commissioners arc eligible 
for four-year terms and after that 
reappointment to six-year terms.
